it ſelf; and whoſoever toucheth any that are Slain with the 

Sword in the open Field, or a dead Body, or the Bone of a 

Man, or a Grave, ſhall be Uncleas ſeven dayes, and if he do 

not purifie himſelf he ſhall be cut off from among the Con- 

gregation, becauſe he hath defiled the Sanitnary of the Lord ; 

and this was the Law of God, and a perpetual Statute 

among the Fews, as you may ſce in Numb. 16. 21. 

And now do you Apoſtate Chriftians imagine to do 
Miracles with dead Mens Bones, or the Duſt of the 
Graves, which defiied the Jews, and they were not to. 
come into Gods Tabernacie or Sarictuary, but to be cut of 
according tothe Statute and tommand of God, if they 
were not purified. . 

And now if you Apoſtate Chriſtians do alledg of the - 
Jews biirying a Man,andcatting him into the Sepulcher of 
Eliſha, and whea the dead Min touched the Bones of Eliſha 
he revived and ſtood upon his Feet, 2 King 13.21.

Now here you ſec-it is clear, that the Cup and the Bread that 

Fudzs did eat & drink of at Ghrifts laſt»Sapper,was not the Fleſk 

of ©hriſt the Bread of Life that came down from Heaven,nor his 

Blood that giveth Life everlaſting; for 'Fudas had not eternal 

Life,nor did not live forever, by eating-of that” outward Bread; 

and drinking of that outward Cup, the fruit ef the Vine ;, and1o 

Fadas did not eat Chriſt, arid live by-him, and live forever,though 

he drank of the outward Cup, the front of the Vie,and eat of the 

outward Bread that Chriſt brokeat his laſt Supper;the ſame night ' 
that he Betrayed him, and that Judas might do,and-not cat the
